Wilmington. The most 
devout gather once a year in 
Danville, Vermont to 
espouse their faith...their 
faith in dowsing. Dowsers 
are individuals who claim to 
be able to locate under- 
ground water using a forked 
stick, L-shaped metal rods 
or a simple pendulum. 

I thought about dowsers as 
I listened to a resident at the 
Annual Town Meeting sug- 
gest during the debate to 
join the MWRA, that there 
was plenty of open land in 
North Wilmington and we 
should have no trouble find- 
ing water there. Oh, if it 
was only that easy, life 
would be — wonderful. 
Unfortunately, finding an 
adequate quantity (mini- 
mum of 500 gallons per 
minute) of good quality 
water involves many factors 
including geology, topogra- 
phy, hydrology, vegetation, 
potential sources of contam- 
ination, and federal and 
state regulations. 

The wells in Wilmington 
were found over the years 
using standard well develop- 
ment techniques, not an eso- 
teric folk practice. The 
wells are constructed in 
sand and gravel deposits at 
an average depth of about 50 
feet. The wells are not

drilled several hundred feet 
into bedrock as are most of 
the private irrigation wells 
in town. 

Although I do not subscribe 
to the techniques used by the 
dowser fraternity, they do 
have an interesting history. 
Some dowsers will tell you 
that their methods date to 
biblical times. They point to 
a chapter in Exodus when 
Moses was instructed to 
“take in your hand the rod 
with which you struck the 
Nile and you shall strike the 
rock and water shall come 
out of it.” They believe 
Moses used the rod as a 
divining rod to show the 
elders where to find water. 

In Colonial America, dows- 
ing became known as “water 
witching” because of the 
preference for witch hazel 
twigs. Even during those 
times, dowsing was contro- 
versial. Some land owners, 
concerned about what their 
neighbors would think, 
wanted the dowser to work 
only at night. 

There are many anecdotal 
stories about dowsers find- 
ing water. Some dowsers 
claim that the strength of 
the movement of the twig or 
rods indicates the amount of 
water that could be expect- 
ed. Some say that they can 
also determine the depth to 
water. Of course we never 
here about a dowser’s fail- 
ures. Controlled studies 


have found that dowsers do 
no better than chance in 
finding water. 

About 15 years ago, I met a 


concentration or the hot 
afternoon sun. He walked 
slowly across the field 
watching the tip of his stick 
waiting for it to bend toward 
the ground. I walked duti- 
fully behind at a safe dis- 
tance and watched this 
showman do his thing.

My dowser friend told 
me that water was 30 feet

WINCHESTER - There has 
been a lot of attention in the 
media about Influenza 
A/HINI, or swine flu. 

Why is everyone talking 
about HINI flu? 

HINI flu is a new or “novel” 
influenza virus that is spread- 
ing quickly. The World Health 
Organization (WHO) has 
raised the Pandemic Alert 
level to 5: Widespread Human 
Infection. Flu vaccine made 
last year does not work 
against this virus, and 
humans do not have immuni- 
ty to this illness. 

However, recent news 
reports about HINI flu are 
less alarming than initial 
reports from the Centers for 
Disease Control (CDC) and 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health (DPH). 
Officials urge continued close 
monitoring of the virus, but 
the DPH and CDC have modi- 
fied many of their initial rec- 
ommendations including test- 
ing protocols. In fact, because 
of the “relatively mild course” 
of the disease, testing should 
now only be performed on 
those with the most severe 
respiratory illness and those 
at highest risk of complica- 
tions from influenza. Rapid 
flu diagnostic tests should not 
be performed on all individu- 
als with mild illness.

High school students over- 
whelmingly say their parents 
are or will be the biggest 
influence on how they drive.

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Jim Dwyer: Being a state rep. 
is ‘a dream come true’

Jim Dwyer’s goal in life 
was not to become a state 
representative. Three years 
ago, he was finishing a dis- 
tinguished career that 
spanned three decades in the 
Middlesex Juvenile 
Probation Dept. 

In his mid-50s, Dwyer’s 
working career was practi- 
cally over, and he looked for- 
ward to a long retirement 
with his wife Mary Ellen 
(Mimi) and his two daugh- 
ters, Shannon and Kara. 

Dwyer’s foray into the 
political arena came as an 
observer, when he helped his 
good friend and former 
Woburn City Council member 
Bryan Melanson during an 
unsuccessful bid for mayor. 

“Politics were never on 
my radar,” said Dwyer. “But 
I'd always given anyone who 
wants to run for office, espe- 
cially municipal office, a lot 
of credit because it’s politics 
at the grassroots level.” 

In 2005, he decided to run 
for a seat on the Woburn City 
Council, as the Ward 4 alder- 
man. William Booker, the 
incumbent, decided not to 
run for re-election and 
Dwyer won, then was re- 
elected to a second term. 

After three years on the 
council, Dwyer announced 
his candidacy for the state 
representative seat from the 
30th Middlesex — district, 
which includes wards 2-6 in 
Woburn, along with precincts 
2, 3 and 5 in Reading, and 
Precinct 3 in Stoneham. 

He defeated incumbent

Patrick Natale in the 
Democratic Party's primary, 
and then was unopposed in 
the 2008 general election. In 
January, he was sworn into 
office, only to have what has 
been called the worst fiscal 
crisis in the country since the 
Great Depression staring the 
Legislature square in the face. 

“It's been a whirlwind,” 
Dwyer said of ther past five 
months. “But it’s also been a 
dream come true. For me to 
represent the city I grew up 
in, along with Stoneham and 
Reading, is beyond any of the 
wildest aspirations I ever 


had.” 

Dwyer’s roots in the three 
communities run deep. He 
remembers playing Little 
League baseball, coaching 
Woburn Youth Hockey, and 
rattles off a laundry list of 
close friends with whom he 
has been associated since he 
moved to the city in 1957. 

“I thank God my parents 
decided to move to Woburn,” 
said Dwyer. “It’s a great place 
to live, and a great place to 
raise a family. 

“People like Joe Crowley, 
who started the youth hockey 
program in 1970, and Eddie 
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McColgan and Dick Haggerty 
(who was Dwyer’s baseball 
coach), and Bishy (Anthony ) 
Pandolph are the people who 
have..kept the community 
going all these years,” said 
Dwyer. “You really have to 
admire people like that, and 
the service they’ve given to 
the community. I think Bishy 
has been involved in Woburn 
Babe Ruth for 50 years now, 
and that’s not an ordinary 
commitment.” 

Through his work in the 
probation department, he 
also made a lot of friends in 
Stoneham and Reading - 
Dwyer calls former Reading 
Memorial High athletic direc- 
tor and football coach Jack 
White a close friend - and 
gained experiences that 
helped him learn the political 
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terrain when he decided to 
run for state representative. 
“T've known all the state 
representatives all over 
Middlesex County from work- 
ing with them all those 
years,” said Dwyer. “I'd like 
to think those associations 
helped ease my reception 
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when I was elected to the 
Statehouse.” 

If Dwyer has a mantra as 
a State representative, it’s an

phone calls from constituents 
in the timely manner. He and 
his aide, Joseph Demers of 
Woburn, have instituted a “24- 
hour rule” in that they will 
return a phone call or an 
email within one day. 

“Constituent services are 
really what being an elected 
official are all about,” said 
Dwyer. “I’m elected to not 
only serve the people who 
voted for me, but also the peo- 
ple who didn’t vote for me, 
and even the people who did- 
n't vote. 

“I know everyone isn’t 
going to agree with every posi- 
tion I take or every vote I 
make, but if they have con- 
cerns I want them to contact 
me,” said Dwyer. 

He prefers talking on the 
telephone to exchanging 
email. 

“If you're talking to some- 
one on the phone, you can 
have a conversation,” said 
Dwyer. “Email is terrific, but 
it doesn’t give you the same 
type of interaction as a con- 
versation.” 

Dwyer says he wouldn’t be 
able to stay in touch with his 
constituents without Demers, 
who after just five months as 
an aide is already considered 
a seasoned pro inside the 
Statehouse. 

“People come up to me all 
the time and ask me how long 
he’s been working (as an 
aide), and they're amazed I 
tell them he’s a rookie, just 
like me,” said Dwyer. “There 
are probably 200 aides, but 
Joe is a first round draft 
choice.” 

Demers and‘ Dwyer 
became affiliated after 
Demers volunteered for 
Dwyer’s state representative 
campaign. 

“Joe’s came on board very 
early, and he helped me with 
the young population during 
the campaign,” said Dwyer. 
“His reputation has always 
been excellent, and he’s very 
intelligent. He’s a hard work- 
er, and I can’t say enough 
good things about him as an 
aide.” 

Dwyer couldn’t have: been 
elected at a more challenging 
time. The state budget is a 
mess, due to the economy, and 
some tough votes regarding 
local aid - which Dwyer 
stressed during his campaign 
- have already been made, and 
more are likely forthcoming. 

There was also an almost 
immediate turnover of the 
leadership in the House, when 
speaker Salvatore DiMasi 
resigned due to some ethics 
questions, and was succeeded 
by Robert DeLeo. 

“I've been here five-and-a- 
half months, and already I've 
cast two votes for speaker, a 
bill to give the governor (more 
control over local aid) and 
we've been in the middle of a 
budget crisis,” said Dwyer. 

Woburn has been able to 
fare a bit better economically 
due to its renowned industrial 


and Steering, Policy and 
Scheduling, 

“Obviously, I have a great 
deal of interest in the 
Judiciary Committee because 
that’s where I worked all 
those years,” said Dwyer. 

He also has experience 
with children and families in 
the probation department, 
and with disabled citizens 
from his service on the Board 
of Directors of the Woburn- 
based Central Middlesex 
Association of Retarded 
Citizens (CMARC).

“She's fine now, thank

health,” said Dwyer. “My wife 
is a remarkable person, and 
she’s raised two terrific 
daughters. We're thrilled that 
we're going to be welcoming 
our second grandchild into the 
world in September, and we

His commitment to his 
family hasn’t suffered in 
spite one of his other cam- 
paign vows to treat his elect- 
ed office like a full-time, 
nine-to-five job, though he’s 
found it’s been” much more 
than that. 

“It’s nights and weekends 
and all hours of the day, but 
that’s part of what makes 
government so unique,” said 
Dwyer.

Understanding a 
complicated disease: ALS 


Amyotrophic lateral 
sclerosis (ALS) is a disease 
many people are familiar 
with, though they might not 
know it. A disease that 
affects nerve cells in the 
brain and spinal cord, ALS 
is more commonly known 
as "Lou Gehrig's Disease," 
so named because of the 
famed New York Yankees 
first baseman who died of 
the disease shortly after 
retiring from baseball. 

While its famous name- 
sake has given it name 
recognition, ALS remains a 
mystery to many people, 
including researchers who 
continue to search for a 
cure. As that research con- 
tinues, the best weapon peo- 
ple have against ALS is 
knowledge, namely what 
the disease is, what its 
symptoms are and who's 
most susceptible. 


What is ALS? 

When a person has ALS, 
specific nerve cells in the 
brain and spinal cord slow- 
ly die. These nerve cells are 
known as motor neurons, 
and reach from the brain to 
the spinal cord and from 
the spinal cord to the mus- 
cles throughout the body. 
These cells progressively 
degenerate, eventually 
leading to death. According 
to the ALS Association, the 
death of these motor neu- 
rons robs the brain of its 
ability to initiate and con- 
trol muscle movement. As 


lost ability to control mus- 
cle movement, for patients 
to become totally para- 
lyzed. 
What Are the Symptoms 
of ALS? 

Initial symptoms of ALS 
could be very difficult to 
recognize, and are often 
overlooked. In addition, not 


3. Loss of function in 
arms and legs: As the dis- 
ease progresses, so, too, 
does the loss of function in 
both the arms and legs. 

4. Difficulties with 
speech: "Thick speech" will 
develop as patients begin to 
have difficulty speaking 
and projecting their voice. 

5. Shortness of breath, 
difficulty breathing and 
swallowing: These symp- 
toms are often indicative 
that ALS has entered its 
advanced stages. 

Who Gets ALS? 

ALS is not a very com- 
mon disease, but this fact 
hasn't resulted in the dis- 
ease being brushed aside; 
research as to a cure is 
ongoing. Estimates suggest 
as many as _ 30,000 
Americans have ALS at any 
given time, with 5,600 new 
diagnoses each year. 

Demographically, the 
ALS CARE Database indi- 
cates 60 percent of ALS 
patients are men, and 93 
percent of patients are 
Caucasian. The average 
age of diagnosis is 55, and 
most people who develop 
ALS are between the ages 
of 40 and 70. While the dis- 
ease occurs in greater per- 
centages as men and 
women grow older, there 
are instances where ALS 
has occurred in persons in 
their 20s and 30s, 
Interestingly, as men and 
women age, the incidence 
of ALS in men and women 
is more equal. 

What is the Prognosis 
for ALS Patients? 

Research has begun to 
bear some evidence that 
people with ALS are begin- 
ning to live longer, perhaps 
due to clinical management 
interventions or advance- 
ments in medicine. In gen- 
eral, half of all people with 
ALS live at least three or 
more years after diagnosis.
